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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to reasonably teach the claimed method of content synchronization 
through the use of a counter between two musical game apparatuses and the ability to 
allow a second player to join in a game performance during the middle of the first 
player's performance in combination. While prior art including Ota (6,001,013) teach 
competition between two players in a musical game they fail to address issues raised 
when the there are multiple gaming devices and provide for the addition of another 
player through correlation to the present players musical position after initial 
commencement of the game. The remaining prior art of record fails to reasonably 
suggest the presented combination of features when considered individually or in 
combination.
